A conservative estimate of the number 
present at the new church would place the 
figures at 1200. About COO of these crowded 
into the Wood btieet edifice, filling it to its 
utmost capacity. Hon. John Field, Ex- 
Post Mauler of Philadelphia, and a dis- 
tinguished layman of the M. E. Church was 
the first speaker. He said: 


We Imvc assembled here to-day to lay the 


corner stone of a Christian Church. In the 
first church we had the worship of Jehovah, 
or th« ttuo God. before the advent of Christ, 
as the Jewish church. 
A church is a house 


consecrated to tlie worship of God, the 
Lord's house. A Christian church is a 
body of people who believe in Christ and 
acknowledge him to be the Saviour of the 
world. The fundamental principles of all 
true religion arc found in the Decalogue. 
There is emotion and devotion without true 
principle; we may speak like angels, or 
oven give the body to be burned, and yet 
lack the true principle of religion. The 
Decalogue irielucntcs love of God, honor to 
parents, it demands purity, thou shall not 
commit adultery, honesty, thou shall not 
steal, regard lor human life, thou shall not 
kill, truth aud integrity, thou shall nol bear 
false witness, respect for Ihe right of others, 
thou shalt not covet, etc. But the new, the 
Christian, dispensation is still broader and 
deeper, it requires us lo not only love God 
with all tlie heart but our neighbor and our 
enemy. Any system of religion not based 
upon these principles is riot woithy the 
name, it is utterly useless unless it raises hu- 
manity to this higher plane. 
Truth, honor, 


honesty, integrity, industry and sobriety 
must underlie and i'qrtn the basis of all true 
clirislinnclmrnctor. 
Tliis is solid rook, any

Sol i d 
foundation aud superndued thereto a present 
living faith in a present living Saviour, you 
have the highest style of man, he becomes n 
true ciliy.cn of Ihis world and the world lo 
conic. 


For the promulgation of these truths and 


doctrines this corner stone is laid, and the 
superstructure is to be reared. I trust that 
the beginning aud ending of all leaching 
and preaching in this temple will be Jesus 
Christ and Him crucified, Ihe world's Hope 
and the world's Redeemer. 


The church should sland in the community 


ns the representative of the broadest and 
truest moral principles. 
On the other side, 


did you ever think what the world would be 
without the churches and their work t 
Suppose we acknowledge "No God" and do 
as the atheist would have us do, blot His 
name out of our vocabulary, and with it the 
word Heaven, and then let us proceed to 
destroy all our churches, let us raze them 
to the ground and turn them into saloons, 
factories, railroads, police stations and livery 
stables, destroy all our temples, hallowed 
by ten thousand precious memories, unnum- 
bered prayers, aud high and holy resolves, 
and with them destroy our sabbath schools, 
and scatter our children abroad like sheep 
without, a shephord, aud, as the atheists 
and 
agnostics, never build 
orphanages, 


asylums, or homes for the indigent, or 
hospitals for the sick and dying, lei us des- 
troy them also, as tbey are simply the 
annexes of our churches, they arc the in- 
curnation of our Christian faith. 


Let us turn back the tide of Christian 


civilization to the cannibalism of the South 
Sea Islanders or to the dnys of the bloody 
French Revolution when human beings were 
decapitated, and their skins tanned like the 
hides of animals. Where, let me ask, out- 
side of Christian civilization can a man live 
in security, in peace, and the full enjoy-

While the tempesl still is high." 


Oh, my hearers, if it were possible for 


such a condition of things to come to pass, 
methinks an eternal night of sorrow would 
settle down upon this world of ours, but, 
thank God, the Lion of the tribe of Judah 
has prevailed. He has conquered, and 
brought life and immortality to light in the 
gospel, He has established His church on 
earth, founded upon the "Rock of Ages, 
whose spires will point heavenwards as long 
as earth has a wandering child, and whose 
alters shall stand as long as earth has a soul 
to save, or a broken heart to comfort. 


The second speaker was our fellow towns- 


man, Hon. B. F. Oilkeson, Bankins Com- 
missioner of Pennsylvania. 
His address is 


worthy of highest praise arid commendation 
From an oratorical standpoint it was superb 
from a religious standpoint worthy o 
earnest emulation and from the standp'oin 
of Christian unity and liberality is deserv 
ing of the highest appreciation .our Methodis 
friends can beslow. The introductory par 
of his address was based upon the relation 


which the Inws of our commonwcallh bears 
to the lows of God. He said that way back 
in the last century laws prohibitiug pro- 
fanity were enacted, and quoted several 
incidents to exemplify the workings, en- 
forcements and legal stability of the laws 
since thai lime 
A case is on record, he said, 


where au Infidel Club in Ihe city of Phila- 
delphia, in the year 1870, attempted to 
secure tlie transfer of n deed for a certain 
piece of ground upon which they desired to 
erect n building, in which to hold meetings 
for the purpose of promoting the cause of 
infidelism. The case was tried before Judge 
Shnrswood, who decided that the laws of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania would 
not permit the occupation of ground for 
such purposes, consequently the transfer 
was illegal and peremptorily refused. 


Mr. Gilkeson next entered into a glowing 


exposition of the benefits of Methodism to 
the community. He said thai Ihe Methodist 
congregation consisted of twice as many 
persons as any other protestont denomina- 
tion in Bristol. 
The influence of its teach- 


ings is healthful and beneficial to the com- 
munity. He then spoke of the distinguished 
townsmen that tbe TMetnodlet. CUuroh J>«d 
produced, among whom were Jonathan 
Milnor, 
James Brudcn, Squire William 


Hawke mid Hon. William Kinsey. The 
tribute ho paid to the memory of Ihe lalter 
gentleman, was both inspiring and aesthetic. 
The church he said was not only a benefit to 
the denomination under whose auspices it 
was being erected, but to the whole com- 
munity at large. 
Any man that did not 


look upon its erection in such n light was 
not a good citizen. Speaking of the opport- 
nnity for and Ihe necessity of contributions 
lo the new church enterprise, he said, that 
all we possess came from God, all things 
are His, "even the cattle on a thousand 
hills," and therefore when a contribution is 
made to the church it is simply giving back 
to Him, what he formerly gave to us. 


IIO.N. B. F. alLKESON, 


The residue of his remarks consisted of an 


historical account of the origin aud growth 
of Methodism. He spoke of Ihe early days 
of John Wesley, llie banding together of a 
number of students at Oxford University, for 
the purpose of promoting certain defined ob- 
jects, to visit tne jfiits anorTsyMfms; -tftrpwgi 
with the sick and dying and improve their 
own spiritual condition, by abstaining from 
participation in certain worldly amusements, 
how the term Methodist was first applied in 
derision, and the early unpopularity and 
subsequent popularity of Wesley. Speaking 
of the growth of Methodism he said that 
according to the last census there were in 
the United Slates 51,489 Methodist Churches, 
that an average of 2J churches were being 
built each day, that the total membership 
was about 5,000,000, and the value of pro- 
perty $132,179,129. 


In concluding he spoke very feelingly of 


Mary Conner, the lady whose generosity laid 
the foundation of Bristol Methodism, and 
after wishing his Methodisl friends success 
in their prcsenl undertaking, said he doubted 
not, if they would adopl Ihe motto of that 
noblewoman, "Trust in the Lord," that 
success would surely crown their labors.

titude, tbat thronged to witness the cere- 
monies connected with the laying of the cor- 
ner stone of the new Methodist church on 
Sunday a'fternoon, I cannot refrain from 
giving a few impressions of the event, with 
no intention, however, of making n detailed 
report of the proceedings. Let other pens 
perform that plessa-nt service. 


Even Ihose whb were not in any way con- 


cerned in the interesting aftnir had.high 
hopes that the weather would be favorable, 
aud that a bright sun would smile upon the 
occasion and add its elating cheer to the 
many glad hearts But the weather is fickle 
and uncertain, and never worthy of unanx- 
ious dependence. The rain was more a 
threat than a harmful reality, but it came at 
an inopportune moment and cut the pro- 
ceedings in twain. How well it would have 
been if that large and promiscuous audience, 
gathered to do homage to the notable cele- 
bration, could have listened from beginning 
to end without interruption, aud witnessed 
the happy event in its fulness. 
They heard 


'all-ibyt vtho speeches,- however,-—the nUing 
music, the earnest voices of those who con- 
ducted the solemn parts of the performance, 
and, that which was prominent in the minds 
of all, the impressive ceremonies directly 
connected with the laying of the corner 
stone. The square brown stone with its in- 
scription, and Hie bright copper box, which 
seemed to hold more than the traditional 
Pandora's, were in full view of all; and the 
clear, strong voice of the Rev. Mr. Eorer, as 
he announced the varied contents of that 
precious box, fell audibly on every listening 
ear. 


When the stream of people flowed towards 


the church, it needed no prophetic vision to 
give a verdict against the capacity of that 
time-honored building to bold all that would 
try to gain admission. It was impossible. 
Every seat, whether permanent or portable, 
was occupied, and, very naturally, the occu- 
pants seemed to be contentedly serene, es- 
pecially to those who were obliged so long 
to stand. The many who sffiod were thanK- 
ful^ peruaps, tnai mey wcic vio,ioua ..iu. 
enduring slrength of limbs and more endur- 
ing patience. 


Mr. Field's earnest address no doubt gave 


greal satisfaction to a large part of the audi- 
ence, for it glowed with that true fire which 
so often distinguishes the eloquence of the 
genuine Methodisl orator, and it rippled all 
over with the evidence of that fervor nnd 
excitation of feeling which usually animate 
the aroused Chiistian spirit. 


I must give Ihe palm, however, to the 


speech of our gifted townsman, Mr. Gilko- 
son. How cleverly he dovetailed law and 
religion, religion and law, in his introduc- 
tory—ana it would require a shrewder law- 
yer than he to determine which he placed 
in the ascendent. We habitually excuse a 
great deal in the lawyers, and in so doing 
we either display our weakness or our 
strength, I will not say which.

Pennsylvanians, 
and especially Philadel- 


phians, have large interests in Cuba and Ihoy 
are anxiously walohing the oulconio of Iho 
war, as valuable properly is at slake. A 
greal deal of Pennsylvania money is invost- 
ed in Iho Cuban ore mines and in sugar 
plantations. The Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany, the Bethlehem Iron Company, and in- 
dividuals interested in the Thomas Iron 
Company have interests in the Cuban mines. 
Property interests naturally look to the 
OSlOtoUflllod government for protection, and 
the sympathy of these people is consequent- 
ly with Spain rather than with the insur- 
genls. Complaint is made that the United 
States is too apt to make citizens of Cubans 
who come here merely to get the protection 
of this country and then return to Cuba pos- 
sibly to help to overthrow the government. 
When Congress meets the moneyed interests 
will seek to prevent any steps being laken 
which, will lead to this country recognizing 
Iho insurgents as bolligeranls. On the other 
hand, among the common people there is a 
deep sympathy for the men who are trying 
to free Cuba, as is evidenced by the rousing 
meetings which have been held and the em- 
phatic speeches which have been delivered 
on such occasions. Each faction will bo 
alert to influence Congress, and a lively con- 
flict is probable.

Tho pivot upon which tho stono 
rests IH n (small, him! protrusion, on all 
sides i.l which thj whole surrounding sur- 
face hat worn a\v>.y, leaving tho oiionnona 
bowld. r standing upon a narrow nook so 
exurtl.\ and evenly poised that it touch sots 
the wliulo mass to rock'ng. In. the legend- 
ary loir of IVnzaiiio thero is a prophooy 
to the effect that the Logan stono will 
stand until the day of tho end of tho world, 
when it will fall of its own accord just 
before and as a token of tho ending of all 
oartl.h things. Several years ago a young 
English lieutenant, who did not boliove fJi 
prophi'i Uis, hired a force of men, who re- 
paired to tho spot and with ropes, crow- 
bars and ic\ers, threw the great stono 
from in pinnacle.

Itn Many U»e» In the World of Commerce 


and Manufacture. 


In tl.c West. Imlios tlie dried loaves and 


proj>ari(l portions of' tho atom of the ba- 
nana treo nro used us packing materials. 
Frosh loaves nro used to slitulo young cof- 
fee or "aoao swdllngs in nursery bods and 
to oov< r cnoan bums during fermentation. 
Tho young unopened loaves arc so smooth 
and note thnt they ore used as "dressing" 
for bli-itors. In India tho dried stalk ol 
tho plantain lent is used us a rough kind 
of twine, and tho larger parts aro made 
Into small boios for holding snuff, drugs, 
etc. 


In tho Malay peninsula the ash of the 


'•oaf an«l leaf stalk is lined instead of soap 
or full( r's earth in washing clothes, and a 
solution of tho aib is often used as gait In 
cooking. In tho Dntoh Indies tho akin ol 
tho plantain, is usud for blaokoning shoes. 
The jnlco which flows from all out parts 
of tho lianana is rich In tannin and of so 
blackening a nature thut it may bo used 
as an Indelible marking ink. In Java the 
leaves of tho "wax banana" aro covered 
on Ilia undurslda with a whito powdor 
which yields u valuable wax, clear, hard 
and whitish, forming an important article 
of trad'j. 
Tho ashes of the loaves, stem 


and frn it rind aro employed in Bengal in 
many dyeing processes. In Siam a ciga- 
rette wrapper Is made from tho leaves. 


Fiber in got from tho stems of many 


kinds of bananas, 
Tho most valuable is 


tho "zrmiillln homp" of commerce, which 
holds tlio chief place for making whito 
ropes and cordage. Old ropes mado of it 
form an excellent paper making material, 
much mod in tho United States for stout 
packing papers. The manilla homp indus- 
try is a largo ono. About 50,000 tons of 
fiber, vnluod at £8.000,000, aro annually 
exported from tlio Philippine islands. Tho 
manilla hemp plant is grown exclusively 
In the southeastern part of the Philippines, 
and all uttompts.tograw it elsewhere, have 
failed. 
Many articles aro made from ma- 


nilla hemp—mats, cords, hats, plaitod 
work, loco handkerchiefs of tho flnost tox- 
tiiro anil various qualities of paper.

Wohlau, in Switzerland, an industry has 
boon started for milking laco and materials 
for ladles' huts from it. By a simple proc- 
OSH it is made Into straw exactly resem- 
bling thu finest wheat straw for plaiting.

A Spocioft That IH liecotnlnfir Kxtlncfc, Llho 


tho Great Auk—Danger* and Hardships 
That I^ollootors Endure—Other Oologlcal 
Information. 


It is not Bcrionilly known that nrnong 


tlio fads of thci liny tho colloctting ol birds' 
C(?f?s IK iino Unit interests tliu cultured and 
woiiltliy, anil nno tlmt limy bo very ospon- 
slvuly indulfjoa in, whilu it nffords a mild 
rrcraiH'in to thmmviuls of individuals of 
Jiimliimlo iniiuiH. Tho soiiintiflo oollootlon 
of blr(K' ugRs hns, In fiich, boconio a fus- 
olnnlinj.- nvocnl/icui, and, rightly studied, a 
pursuit to whloh tlio systmnutio study of 
birds, tlicir biology and tho laws govern- 
ing tlmir nvnlutiun is largely indebted, as 
acknowledged by no less no authority tlmu 
Professor Huxley himielf, who showed 
that a si udy of tlio markings and shape of 
tho oggf of tlio Kpi'oius aided matoiially in 
establishing tho close relationship of Uio 
liniicfiUi' (plovers) and tho gavioo (gulls 
niicl terns). 


Aside from its scinntiflo value tho col- 


lecting of birds' eggs entices tho enthusi- 
ast by tlio marvelous diversity in size, shape 
niid markings of the eggs, fitly painted by 
nature herself tomlorn tho richest; cabinet. 


Tho raptoreh, or birds of prey, aro a fa- 


vorlto f.imily will) oologists, largely from 
tho oncliiranoo, daring and norvo requifeito 
in sealing ellffs and lofty trees to soouro 
their cg^-s, which are often, as in tho caso 
of the (,'oldon eaglo, beautifully marked. 
This grand eagle seldom attacks tho plun- 
derer of its eggs, though it is unsafe to 
anger the majestic bird when its! nest con- 
tains young. Tlio eggs aro two and some- 
times tli roe, largo and show groat; variation 
in the markings of purple, lavender am 
rjoli nroM-n, uiurcllocl or suffused over th- 
surface of tho shell. lu. California, when 
these onglosaro most numerous, a loftj 
livo oak tree is frequently selected as a sit- 
for tho bugo nest of sticks, with its lining 
of Spanish moss, used by tho birds yea" 
aftor ye ir for generations. A lodge ou a 
cliff is also a common nesting place, anc 
out in Wyoming an oaglo has found a per 
foetly safo piaeo to raiso its young on tlio 
flat top of a giant rook. The nest is li 
plain view, but is inaccessible. 


Tho California condor—a bird with i 


swoop ol wing 10 foot from tip to tip, and 
the largest bird of flight in tho world, no 
excepting tho great Andes condor—is i 
species of much interest to zoologists from 
tho extreme rarity and value of its eggs. 
This condor Is becoming extinct, like th( 
great auk, and as if it had a forecast of its 
impending doom, it resorts to tho 
precipitous mountain, whore, on eomo 
craggy and perhaps inaccessible stoop, it 
deposits its single egg of pule, groenisl: 
blue in a cave. But seven oggs are known 
in collections, and tho valun of ono (cousid 
orlng tbo probability of tho great bird's 
early extinction) is very groat. Morothau 
$1,500 h.is been paid for a single egg of tho 
groat auk, of which there aro 08 eggs in 
existence. America can olnim two eggs ol 
tho great auk—one at "Vasyar oollogo ant: 
ono nt tho .Academy of .Natural Science in 
"Philadelphia. 
Tho latter collection hole" 


for many years among tho rarities an egg 
of tho California condor, but it mysteri- 
ously disappeared a fow years ago, and it 
is supposed some scientific kleptomaniac 
thought it no sin to transfer tho treasure 
to his own collection, whoro ho is holding 
It for a raise ill price. 


Information ns to tho nesting habits of 


tho California condor hasboeu exceedingly 
limited, and until 1888, when an egg was 
taken for H. R. Taylor, editor of ThoNidl- 
ologist, no eggs had boon taken since the 
fifties. The taking of this egg showed the 
nesting I line to bo early in May, and that 
but ouo i'gg is laid. The eolluotor secured 
tlio groat egg after a hazardous olim b dowu 
a ropo, ^ hioh ho had fastened to a bush oil 
tho bluff above. 
Tho condor's egg wns 


found lying in a hollow in tho eavo, with 
a fow feathers for a nest. Tho condors h .d 
boon frightened off by tho discharge of • he 
collector's gun and fortunately did not re- 
turn while ho was in tho eavo. Ho had 
not come prepared' to carry any eggs, but 
taking olf his shirt ho wrapped the egg in 
It and lowered it to the bottom of the oliff, 
himself following in safety. 


Mr. Walter B. Bryant, for many years 


curator of birds in tho California Academy 
of Scionros, showed what a collector may 
cnduro for solonco on ono of his expedi- 
tions to lower California, Guadnloupe is- 
land, lying 150 miles off tho coast of iowor 
California, was almost an unknown terri- 
tory to bird students, and he determined 
to visit it. The island is uninhabited, and 
vessels do not usually pass near it, so it 
was some time before ho managed to so- 
ouro pass-igo on n freight schooner. 
They 


landed him with a limited supply of pro- 
visions, agreeing to return for him in a 
week. 


Tho week passed, but tho schooner came 


not, and Mr. Bryant found himself ma- 
rooned. Ho had collected a largo lot of 
rare spool mons and discovered several new 
species of bir.da. From never having seen 
the face of man many of tho birds could 
bo caught by hand. 
Delightful aa the lo- 


cation was for tho enthusiastic ornitholo- 
gist, tho vanished supply of provisions 
madp his position on a lonely island tm- 
envis bio. He was reduced to dining on 
shell i sh and snob birds as he could secure 
and d.n not escape to the mainland until 
ilireo weeks afterward, when the schooner 
returned to the island and took off the nat- 
uralist and his specimens. 


The nests of nearly all birds are most 


nteresting, and in them the zoologist 
inds much to study and admire, from the 
Iny lichen covered, downy home of that 
airy, the humming bird, to the gigantic 
structure of the fish hawk, or osprey. One 
of the most curious of nests is that of the 
California bushtit, cunningly woven o(' 
noss, down and lichen.

ike a long purse, with e. tiny round en- 
ranoo hole near the top for the bird, which 
g not one-tenth as large as Its wonderful 
nost.—San Francisco Kxaminer,

The Sun's Lively Molecules. 


Tho sun is doubtless In tho main a groa 


globe of gas, although so intensely com 
pressed in its central parts that they may 
be in a thickened or eemiviscous condition 
Tho gravitating attraction of the sun's 
mass is over tending to generate a down 
ward velocity in tho gaseous molecules 
situated in any part of it, toward its con 
ter. 
At tho same time tho radiation o_ 


heat at its surface diminishes the npwarc 
counterbalancing pressure. This allows 
tho molecules to be actually moro or loss 
drawn inward. Their individual average 
velocities aro, upon tho whole, increased 
Their knocks against each other booonn 
more violent and generate an increase o: 
temperature. And 
tho result, 
which 
mlgtiTTTiirflrst seem to bo almost paradox 
ical, is explained—viz, that tho sun, as 
its surface radiates heat away (which so 
far is a cooling process), may nevertheless, 
through its consequent contraction, gen- 
erate a higher temperature by the fierce 
olashings together or knocks of its mole- 
cules as they aro drawn inward. 
This 


may enable it to send forth a more intens 
heat and light than before.—Nineteenth 
Century.

Tho church for- 
bade bai ons to inako nuy attack upon each 
otiior bi twccn sunset on Wednesday night 
and sunrise on the following Monday or 
upon any feast or fast day. The same 
truco undo provision that no man should 
bo disturbed while laboring at his trade or 
while going to or from a place of worship.
